Care of the Chinese Primrose. 

The Chinese primroso comes in 
white aad in various shades oi red 
and hlue, as well as in different toim? 
of pink. The uright reds are most 
frequently: Been at Christiiiaa, hat all 
Xequira the same treatment. 

It is unusual for them to be grown 
in any other way than iii s«jt-3, al- 
though bumeiimea these plants con- 
tinue blooming in windows all the 
year i^und. A cool room in the winter 
season suits this class of plants best 
—not higher than fifty-five degrees at 
night, and if the temperature drops to 
forty-five degrees no harm will be 
done. Most plants wh<>n in a cooler 
temperature reguire less water, mid 
the Chinese primrose, while it must 
not b9 allowed to remain dry at the 
roots niOiB than a day or two at a 
time. wiH thrive with ieus water than 
many other plants. 

This plant, with its delicate thread- 
like roots, delights in a soil that eon- 
tains tit least one-third leaf mound 
and two-thirds good loam to which 
sand and a small quantity of well- 
decayed tstaiuo manure nag been 
added.

When Washing- Ciothes in cold wea- 
ther, try putting s handful of salt in 
the last rinsing water. While not en- 
tirely preventing freezing, it wiii, 
nevertheless, make the jothea easier
